About 80 cats die in New York 
every day, or 30,000 a year. A city 
paper remarks that ‘‘the tables of cat 
mortality are a curious and inter- 
esting study.

Rancher has Saved his Crop. 


In conversation with a GazerTe 


reporter yesterday B. F. Rhodes ad- 
vocated a method of treating the 
grasshopper evil, which he thinks 
would, if generally put in practice, 
save many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to the country. His plan is 
to destroy the eggs of the insects. 
He has a ranch on Indian flat, near 
Freye’s, about two miles south west of 
town. Mr. Rhodes states that last 
September he noticed that about ten 
o'clock every day the grasshoppers 
wonld fly to a certain place on his 
ranch. He watched them closely and 


found that they were depositing eggs 
there. The area in which the eggs 
were laid was not much more than 
three quarters of an acre in extent. It 
was dry and rocky. The insects laid 
about a bushel of eggs in that spot, as 
he learned by afterwards digging up 
the ground. Around the large stones 


a perfect ehain of eggs would be 
found, as close together as the eggs in 
the roe of a fish. After uncovering 
the Mr. Rhodes turned in a 
flock of chickens, which devoured all 
the This summer his ranch has 
been almost entireiy free from grass- 
hoppers, while adjoining ranches have 
already suffered considerably from 
the depredations of the pests. 

Mr. Rhodes recommends ranchers 
to watch the hoppers in the fall and 
see where they deposit their ong, 
which can be easily ary 2 he 
eggs are always laid in dry sandy 

ound, around rocks or on elevated 

nolla. For some time after hatching, 
the insects confine their depredations 
to the immediate neighborhood of 
the spot where they are born. Of 
course when the insects commence to 
fly, a ranch is liable to be visited by 
hoppers from a distance. But Mr. 
Rhodes contends that if the plan of 
destroying the eggs were generally 
adopted, not only could every farmer 
protect himself for the early of 
the season, but also tly diminish 
the number of the flying hoppers later 
on.
